President Truman made it crystal 
clear today that he has no inten- 
tion of directing the Department 
of Justice to participate in the in- 
vestigation of the murders of 
Democratic Boss Charles Binaggio 
and his bodyguard, Charles Gar- 
gotta, in Kansas City. 
’ At a press conference he said 
that he had not discussed the 
Kansas City killings with Attor- 
ney General McGrath and had no 
intention of doing so. 


Yesterday on the floor of the. 


Senate, Republican Senators Kém 
of Missouri and Ferguson of 
Michigan declared there was no 
question in their minds about the 
right of the Federal Government 
+ to intervene, since ‘the two mur- 
dered men were under subpena 


by a federal grand jury, at the | 


time they were shot to death. 
Smith Asked FBI Help. 

A reporter pointed out to the 
President that Binaggio and Gar- 
gotta hsd appeared before the 
Federal grand jury investigating 
organized crime in Kansas City 
and that eight days after their 
murder the Attorney General ap- 
parently had not found legal 
grounds to participate in the solu- 
tion of the murder although Gov. 
Forrest Smith ha dasked “for FBI 
help. 

Two questions -were asked: 

“1. Mr. President, do you think 
this is a fede?al matter? 

“2. Will you direct the Attorney 
General to send the FBI in?” 

Matter for McGrath. 

Without shCwing annoyance at 
these questions, the President re- 
plied that this was a matter for 
the Attorney General. 

The Post-Dispatch asked whetb- 
er he had discussed the murders 
with Attorney General McGrath. 

Truman replied quickly that he 
had not and did not intend to— 
the matter was not in his juris- 
diction. 

He continued that the grand 
jury in Kansas City had been 
called at his suggestion as a. part 


of a plan to get to the bottom of | 


He said that he 
also had proposed a similar grand 
jury for St. Louis, but that it had 
not been called. 

The problem, he added, was not 
confined to Kansas City, but in- 
cluded St. Louis, other large cities 
and even Washington, D. C.

Illinois told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day that if President Truman 
vetoes the highly controversial 
Kerr natural gas bill, he will vote 
an“ work for sustaining the dis- 
approval. 

Lucas, who was in_ Illinois 
when the Senate passed the bill 
by a six-vote majority, had de- 
clined to tell the Post-Dispatch 
how he would have voted had he 
been present. 

It was learned today that Lucas 
was caught in a squeeze between 
President Truman, who gave the 
green light for consideration of 
the bill, and Democratic National 
Chairman -William Boyle, who op- 


posed the measure because it 
would probably increase the gas 
bills of hundreds of thousands of 
voters. 

According to the report Sena- 
tor Kerr (Dem.), Oklahoma, the 
ebullient sponsor of the bill to 
keep independent natural gas 
producers free of federal regula- 
tion, assured Lucas that Truman 
woul sign a revised bill. Pre- 
viously Lucas had told Kerr sev- 
eral times that he, would not 
bring up the bill for. Senate con- 
sideration until he was convinced 
the President would sign it. White 
House aids, if not Truman him- 
self, approved the revised meas- 
ure. 

Lucas was campaigning in IIli- 
nois for the Democratic senatorial 
nomination when the vote was 
taken, although he had no opposi- 
tion in the primary. Nevertheless, 
it was learned, he was urged by 
Boyle to try to defeat the bill. 
There obviously was a lack of 
liaison between the White House, 
Democratic national headquarters 
and the majority leader’s office. 
Lucas did not get a pair for or 
against the bill and did not have 
a colleague announce how he 
would have voted if present. 

Since the Senate-House version 
of the bill was railroaded through 
the House with the active par- 
ticipation of Speaker Rayburn of 
Texas, a natural gas producing 
state, the White House has been 
flooded with protests against the 
bill.

The violation of this rule is 
nothing but a malicious viola- 
tion of state sovereignty and 
international law. The insolent 
conduct of the American recon- 
naissance men met with a de- 
served rebuff from the Soviet 
planes, guarding the frontiers 
of the U.S.R.R. The brazen-face 
received a proper lesson and 
was compelled to return home. 
The Soviet Government made a 
resolute protest to the United 
States Government against this 
gross violation by an American 
military plane of the Soviet 
frontier, justly describing this

turists as an unheard-of\ viola- 
tion of the elementary stand- 
ards of international law. 


Now the American authorities 
are trying to hide their traces.

Picture of Prosperity.

And the farmer is in 
better condition than at any other 
time except the peak point in 
1948. 

So, Truman said, he can’t see 
anything seriously wrong with the 
country as a whole. He said that 
the aftermath of World War II 
has been easier on America than 
that of any war in its history. 

He wound up by saying that 
he thinks the President can take 
credit and that’s what he intends 
to do. 

About Farm Surpluses. 

But how about farm surpluses? 
a reporter asked. 

Truman told his questioner, 
May Craig of Maine Newspapers, 
he thinks she is getting plenty 
to eat. He said he thinks she will 
find that her Maine senators are 
partly responsible for surpluses, 
potatoes particularly. 

(Maine’s senators, Owen Brew- 
ster and Margaret Chase Smith, 
are Republicans.)

Swedish Paper Quoted. 


The American military authori- 
ties are acting without ceremony. 
Even such an organ of the Swed- 
ish press as the newspaper Ex- 
pressen could not but emphasize 
this circumstance when speaking 
of the “unceremonious flights” of 
American planes over the big 
Swedish naval base of Karlskrona. 
“For the Americans,” the Expres- 
sen says, “it is in all probability 
no secret that Karlskrona is the 
biggest naval base in Sweden. But 
their behavior testifies to a lack 
of ceremony to which it is neces- 
sary to draw attention.” 


The Swedish public does not 
hide from itself the fact that the 
American Government is trying 
to take advantage of the circum- 
stance to bring pressure to bear 
on the Swedes when it concen- 
trates air forces on the Baltic 
sea.

than in many years. 

Director Schwartz of: Illinois, 
expressing his opinion that the 
daily bag limit should be raised 
to six or seven, said he thought 
the United States Fish and Wild- 
life Service was inclined to be 
“too pessimistic too ion olen over 
the duck situation. 


“We tend to go along with the 
thinking of the hunter,” Schwartz 
said. ““We believe that past events 
prove there was room for more 
optimism by the wildlife service 
than had been shown.” 

' George M. Rassieur, president, 
Missouri Duck Hunters’ Associa- 
tion, declared his organization 
wanted a 50-day -season and a 
daily bag limit of six, with 12 in 
possession, or a straight daily pos- 
session limit of eight birds. The 
Missouri Duck Hunters also feel 
that live decoys should be per- 
mitted, with certain restrictions, 
he said. 

Wood Duck Limit. 


The suggestion for an increase 
in the wood duck limit was made 
by Otto Conrades of St. Louis, 
who said such action might take 
the hunting pressure off other 
ducks. 

Frank Hager, also of St. Louis, 
told Cottam he has been following 
ducks “from Winnipeg to Louisi- 
ana” for 25 years and “you'll 
never satisfy me that there were 
fewer birds last year.”

PAROLE SURVEY. 
BACKED BY BAR

Non-Profit Group to 
Look Into Procedures 
of Criminal Divisions 
of Circuit Court Here. 


A survey of the parole pro- 
cedures of the criminal divisions 
of circuit court in St. Louis by 
representatives of the National 
Probation and Parole Association 
of New York, a non-profit re- 
search organization, will get un- 
derway next month.

M. Hemker, chairman of 
the Criminal Justice Committee 
of the St. Louis Bar Association. 
The proposed survey was ap- 
proved by the committee at a 
meeting yesterday.

The study will be made, Hem-

organization. Reed is expected to 
arrive early next month and will 
be joined by Rubin later. 

Hemker said he had been in- 
formed by Will C. Turnbladgh, 
executive director of the associa- 
tion in New York, that the sur- 
vey will include a study of the 
manner in which cases are se- 
lected for probation by the court; 
the participation of the prosecu- 
tor’s office in probation recom- 
mendations; the pre-sentence in- 
vestigation procedure and the 
work of the probation officers. 

“We will recommend in detail 
the nature and extent of proba- 
tion services which the court 
should have,” Turnbladgh wrote. 

James W. Connor, first assistant 
circuit <ttorney, who’ will take 
over the duties of director of the 
Crime Commission May 1, said 
Tuesday he believed the parole 
office should be staffed by at least 
20 persons. The staff now num- 
bers three persons.

Visitors to 
some of those in the private 
accommodations in the Binaggio 
car noted that, at clock-like in- 
tervals of 15 minutes, bodyguards 
would look into quarters where 
strangers to them were visiting. 


All was serene during the 
“cruise of the Santo Domingo,”

SUPERSONIC PLANE 
TOO COSTLY TO FLY

WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP) 
—It will be a long time before 
most United States combat planes 
catch up with the speed of sound, 
a Navy aeronautics expert said 
today. He said supersonic planes 
are just too expensive to oper- 
ate. 

“While supersonic aircraft 
operation is now technically feas- 
ible,” declared C. C. Sorgen of 
the Navy’s Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics, “it is also tremendously ex- 
pensive because of the brute 
force required for propulsion. 

“For many years to come, with 
the exception of High perform- 
ance interceptor fighters and 
guided missiles, the bulk of our 
service combat aircraft will be 
so-called subsonic aircraft,” he 
told the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers in an ad- 
dress.

Jobs, however, remained a big question mark. In the view of 
the President’s Council of Economic Advisers, economic expansion 
has not hit a rate which will keep ahead of creeping unemployment. 


The council sent to Congress 


yesterday its monthly report, 


“Economic Indicators,” covering 


the first three months of what 
the council had predicted would 
be a “good year.” 

The forecast has been borne 
out, thus far. National income 
climbed, after falling throughout 
.1949. Industrial production surged 
back, after the coal strike, to ex- 
ceed January’s level. Home build. 
ing set a record. 

Per capita personal income, aft- 
er allowing for taxes, was at a 
rate which exceeded even the av- 
erage of booming 1948. It was 
estimated at $1323 for every man, 
woman and child. 

And consumers’ prices, for the 
average city family, were down 
about 112 per cent from a year 
ago. 

Output Rate Rising. 

The nation’s outpu® of all goods 
and services was measured at an 
annual rate of 258 billion dollars 
for the quarter. This was below 
the rate of a year ago but the 
movement was upward, not down. 

The council’s acting chairman, 
Leon Keyserling, told a reporter 
the council has no reason to revise 
its January prediction of a good 
level of prosperity which can last 
through the year. He added this 
long-range qualification: 

“We are not getting the expan- 
sion in industry and investment 
that we need to absorb the steady 
increase in the labor force. That 
is a serious problem.” 

The report sent to the joint 
economic committee of Congress 
is an array of tables, almost bare 
of comment. Yet the council obvi-

Lie Indicates He May Go to Russia 
For Talks on China Issue in U.N.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., April 13. 
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This was disclosed yesterday 
when the Norwegian chief execu- 
tive of the U.N. told a reporter 
he has not eliminated Moscow 
from his travel plans on a trip 
to Europe beginning April 22.

BERLIN, April (AP)—The 
Communists have lost round 
three in the battle of the tele- 
phones.

Solution for Surpluses 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Carroll Poland’s stimulating letter 
about our country’s current food sur- 
plus reminds one that the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee has had before it, 
since last fall, a proposal which would 
help, through international action, to al- 
leviate this situation. The plan, which 
enjoys the sponsorship of the United 
Nations Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion, envisions the establishment of an 
International Commodity Clearing House 
(ICCH). 

This body would be empowered to 
buy up agricultural surpluses in those 
countries where they had developed, 
and to sell them, for cash or barter, to 
those of the world’s peoples who needed 
them. 

While our Government, if it partici- 
pated, would be required to contribute 
some $400.000,000 of. the initial one bil- 
lion dollars needed to found the com- 
modity exchange, the sums which the 
United States would spend to finance 
clearinghouse sales of our surpluses 
would be decidedly less than the billions 
which our Government has lately been 
pouring into acreage restriction subsi- 
dies and crop storage facilities, to say 
nothing of losses sustained through out- 
right spoilage. 

Do Senators Thye, Aiken, Anderson 
and their colleagues on the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee wish to see the 
present wasteful process continued, 
will they finally give more detailed com 
sideration to a measure which affords 
fair promise not only of promoting an 
expanding economy here at home, but 
also of helping other people to help 
themselves abroad?

No Time for Defeatism 
Gov. Forrest Smith says he will not call a 
special session of the Missouri Legislature unless 


there is “some emergency.” This attitude smacks ‘— 


of defeatism, and this is no time for defeatism. 


Fortunately, the Governor can still change his 
mind. His decision will not be final until he 


has conferred with Mayor Darst. And there is 


no reason now for waiting until emergencies 
occur. At least two are already well in sight. 


First, St. Louls will be without an earnings : 


tax this summer’ unless the Legislature acts, 
and the city is building a big deficit. The tax 


provides about $8,000,000 annually. Even with 


the aid of the levy, the city deficit stands near 


$2,800,000. Without. the tax, the deficit may _ 


grow to $10,000,000 in the fiscal year 1951, Any 
deficit approaching that sum is an emergency. 

Then there is the plight of Missouri roads. 
‘Gov. Smith himself called the lack of highway 
funds ah emergency situation, in appealing for 
his 4-cent gas tax bill. He said the Highway 
Commission was running out of money for re- 
construction and extension of highways, and 
had no money for building rural roads. His 
highly political bill was defeated, as it deserved, 
but the road situation will grow worse. 

Also there is the inaction on 4 bill to admit 
Negroes to the State University and colleges. 
After overwhelming passage in the House, the 
bill was blocked in a State Senate committee 
led by members of the Governor’s own party, 


including a candidate for United States Senator, 


Emery Allison. Legally speaking, this may not 
be an emergency bill,. but the record on civil 
rights legislation so far is a growing embarrass- 
ment to Gov. Smith, Senator Allison and their 
party. 

On these three issues, Missouri is no better 
off today than it was before the last session of 
the Legislature began. The Smith Administra- 
tion lacks a program and the legislators lack 
guidance, yet there are enough “emergencies” 
building up to justify fully a call for a special 
session. 

State roads, civil rights and the finances of 
Missouri's largest city. are all begging for help 
from Jefferson City.

Caribbean Tempest 

The world is now being treated to the en- 
gaging spectacle of Guatemala and the United 
States at pen points over the question of 
whether or not Richard C. Patterson’ Jr., Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Guatemala, dipped into the 
simmering internal affairs of that Central 
American country. 

How heated they are is indicated by the re- 
port of a special committee appointed by the Or- 
ganization of American States, which found that 
Guatemalan officials, and Cubans,. had helped 
revolutionaries trying to overthrow the Govern- 
ment of the Dominican Republic. 

This is all a tempest in the Caribbean teapot, 
and steps should be taken to see that it becomes 
no more than that. But Ambassador Patterson 
chose instead to blow up into an international 
incident a trivial matter regarding the playing 
of a folk song instead of “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” at the opening of the Central American 
Olympic games recently. 

Guatemala now has asked that Mr. Patterson 
be recalled. _ Regardless of the merit of the 
country’s charges against him, it is evident that 
his usefulness in Guatemala City has been 
ended. He should be replaced. 

He is the man who, while still Ambassador to 
Yugoslavia three years ago, made a series of in- 
flammatory speeches against the Tito Govern- 
ment on a lecture tour in this country. He is 
something less than the ideal diplomat. 
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A Pail of Butter 


A good deal can be told about the nature of 
the Kerr natural gas bill by the opposition to 
it right here in St. Louis, and in Missouri. This 
area stands to lose by the bill, and consequently 
stands firmly against it. Mayor Darst has asked 
President Truman to veto the gas grab. All 
three St. Louis Congressmen fought the Kerr 
bill, as did Senators Kem and Donnell. And 
now the AFL Central Trades and Labor Union, 
speaking for thousands of consumers, has ap- 
pealed for a presidential veto and terms the bill 
“a pail of butter” for gas producers. 

This example of mass resistance to the Kerr 
bill should influence Mr. Truman much more

. than the desire of the oil and gas lobby to 


escape federal rate regulation of natural gas. 
In his campaign, the President opposed “special 
interest” legislation, and the Kerr bill is special 
interest legislation. He spoke for consumer in- 
terests, and the Kerr bill is against consumers. 

It is only incidental that the President’s home 
state is Missouri, 
Kerr bill. But Missouri presents about every 
reason that President Truman should require 
for a veto of the Kerr bill. 
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A Dominion in the Making 

Splattered across the Caribbean are dozens of 
islands, large and small, which the maps de- 
scribe inclusively as the British West Indies. 
The larger ones, particularly Jamaica, are ad- 
vertised on colorful posters as a vacation para- 
dise for American tourists. The lesser ones are 
hardly known to us except through an occa- 
sional article about sponge-fishing or sugar- 
growing in, say, the National Geographic. All 
of them, however, are on the verge of being 
brought together in a new British dominion. 

The Standing Closer Association Committee of 
the West Indies—a peculiarly British designa- 
tion—last month recommended the formation of 
such a federation. London has approved, and 
the suggestion js now before the legislatures 
which would be merged in the new government. 
These control about 2,000,000 square miles and 
a population of 3,000,000 people of six races. 

It is because the life of these people has 
been anything but a blissful basking on cerulgan 
shores, beside majestic palms, and under a sun 
tempered by the ever-blowing trades that they 
are moving toward unity. Actually, most of 
them have long been suffering with an acute 
economic headache. Consolidation offers the 
hope of relieving this. The idea has been talked 
about at least since 1922. But at that time Lord 
Halifax reported that it could be achieved “only 
as the result of a deliberate demand of local 
opinion.” 

That demand has been gradually crystalized, 
especially through the war-fostered Caribbean 
Commission. This led to the formation of the 
Standing Closer Committee. And it has drawn 


_ up a constitution which would grant the pro- 


posed dominion almost complete self-govern- 
ment, except in connection with/ such economic 
aid as, must still be expected from London. 
The United States certainly should welcome 
this development. The Monroe Doctrine is in 
no way involved since a withdrawal rather than 
an extension of British sovereignty is con-

If anyone had any doubt as to the interstate

In a copyrighted news article, this newspaper 
disclosed reports which clearly indicated that 
the Kansas City murders were plotted two weeks 
agc in Illinois~at the notorious Hyde Park 
gambling club in Venice. St. Louis and East 
St. Louis gangsters, the Post-Dispatch was told, 
met across the river and discussed the “elimina- 
tion” of three men, including “a major political 
figure.” Binaggio was one of those reported to 
be marked for death. 

But this was only one of a series of disclosures 
showing that though murder is a state crime, 
and must be so prosecuted,. these killings are 
part of an underworld meeens which reaches 
out in all*directions. 

Another dispatch told how the Binaggio out- 
fit sent its representatives from Kansas City to 
Council Bluffs, | in lowa—still another state—to 
muscle in on commercialized gambling opera- 
tions which drew many customers from Omaha, 
in Nebraska. This venture of the Capone syndi- 
cate across the Missouri-lowa line brought a 
wave of violence, including a bombing, to the 
pleasant city of Council Bluffs. 

More recently with the blessing of Binaggio, 
gamblers from Council Bluffs came to Imperial, 
Mo., about 30 miles south of St. Louis, and 
opened up a gambling dive, almost under the 
noses of St. Louis gamblers who were waiting 
for the green light to signal the approval of 
Gov. Forrest Smith. And so on. No respect for 
anything—least of all for state lines, 

Nothing will suffice except concerted action 
on all fronts. The move of Circuit Judge Cowan 
in Kansas City toward a special grand jury is 
So are the official de- 
mands on Gov. Smith to galvanize a police de- 
partment which has 23 unsolved murders on its 
hands. So also are the appeals to President 
Truman and Attorney General McGrath to put 
the FBI into the case, free of the limitations 
which hobbled the FBI in the 1946 pallet fraud 
investigation. 

None of this should in any way reduce the 
pressure for a searching, relentlegs inquiry into 
crime on a nation-wide basis by the Senate. This 
accumulation only makes the urgency of such an 
inquiry that much greater. 

Crime has become interstate commerce. 
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Dr, Smyth’s Timely Warning 
Spy hunts, loyalty oaths, FBI investigations— 
the whole paraphernalia of Americans’ exag- 


gerated and dangerous concentration on secrecy | 


in atomic matters—weaken rather than strength- 
en the United States. 

This is the wise and timely warning of Henry 
D. Smyth, distinguished physicist and’ member 
of the Atomic Energy Commission. Some de- 
gree of secrecy is necessary, he pointed out, but 
it should be kept to a minimum. Otherwise the 
whole game could be lost in pursuit of a will- 
o’-the-wisp. 

The Atomic Energy Commission’s own ruling 
muzzling persons connected with atomic weapons 
development, or even recently connected with 
atomic weapons development, is a good example 
of too much secrecy, For it prevents a very 
large percentage of the Americans who know 
anything about atomic energy from discussing 
it. 

Certainly they should not discuss secret mat- 
ters.. But when most of the people who know 
about the subject cannot discuss non-secret mat- 
ters, how can Americans support their activity? 
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Logical Words From Lodge 


Senator Lodge, in his remarks to Raymond P. 
Brandt, chief of the Post-Dispatch’s Washington 
bureau, said something which all Republican 
Senators should think over before they join the 
Wherrys against bipartisanship on foreign policy. 
Said the Massachusetts Senator: 


Bipartisan foreign policy means to me 
that foreign policy will not be used for 
political advantage; that is, the Republicans 
should not criticize for political reasons 
and the Democrats should not claim credit 
for political reasons.

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Action on Paroles 

If St. Louis ever is going to do a respectable 
job of administering criminal justice, one of- 
the things it must have is an adequate parole 
system in the circuit courts. 

It does not have such a system now. The 
parole office, which is struggling along with the 
ridiculously small total of three employes, can- 
not even make a sizable dent in the task of in- 
vestigating whether an offender should be pa- 
roled, or of keeping tabs on him if he is. 

The result has been that judges have been 
compelled to make snap decisions with insuffi- 
cient information before them. The personality 
of the judge, rather than the: personality of the 
criminal, has determined whether a parole is 


‘granted. Grave errors have been made. 


This absurd inversion of any decent basis for 
paroles needs to be remedied. Consequently, 
the decision of the Crime Commission ‘and a 
Bar Association special committee to seek an 
expert survey of the parole system here is espe- 
cially welcome. 
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The Untwinkling Star 

Some people like for stars to twinkle, but the 
scientists of England’s Birmingham University 
do not. The twjnkling of a star may be like a 
diamond in the sky to the romanticist. To the 
scientist it is the result. of atmospheric turbu- 
lence among layers of air of different humidity 
and temperature, and to heck with it. 

So the University of Birmingham scientists 
are going to untwinkle -the stars, so to speak. 
They have developed a “magic eye” device 
which will photograph the stars and produce 
a sharp image, from which every last twinkle 
has been taken out. 

It’s an excellent example of what G. K. Ches- 
terton says in an essay entitled “A Defense of 
Nonsense”—that there are two eternal ways of 
looking at things. A bird, he says, may be con- 
sidered as only a bird, or it may be regarded as 
a flower broken loose from its stalk. 

The, scientists, to.whom a star is a star, and 
not a twinkle, may be the real romanticists in 
the end, however. Their clearer view may find 
more beauty and wonder about a star than a 
twinkle ever thought of being. So it’s all right 
with us.

There’s a common misconception about 
color television. A number of people, in- 
cluding many @n the industry who ought 
to know better, think all the Federal Com- 
munications Commission needs to do is 
issue an order tomorrow—and presto, not 
only color but a flock of new TY stations 
will spring into being overnight. 

Actually, except for the eight more sta- 
tions that were authorized (before the 


. FCC freeze on new stations) and are still 


under construction, it will take a good 18 
months to three years to get any appreci- 
able number of new stations on the air. 
For the rest of this year, I can assure you 
there won’t be any more than those eight, 
making exactly 109 stations. 

Color likewise will be slow to get un- 
der way, regardless how the FCC decides 
the current proceedings in Washington. 

Why? First, for the reason that almost 
no one in the deficit-ridden telecasting in- 
dustry can really afford to broadcast any 
color system now. on any substantial scale 
—though those who are piumping for color 
are making an awful lot of noise about it 
and confusing an awful lot of people about 
its immediacy. 

Secondly, even if it were perfected and 
ready and acceptable, color would come 
slowly because new sets would have to be 
purchased, or gadgets attached to existing 
sets, in order to receive it—quite aside 
from the new apparatus and new tech- 
niques jrequired at the transmitting end. 


What of 5,000,000 Sets? 


Consider the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, for example. The people who 
make television—the telecasters and the 
manufacturers—are afraid of it. Why? 
Basically, because it’s incompatible (with 
present television). The 5,000,000 sets now 
in the hands of the public would immedi- 
ately go blind every time C.B.S. color is 
transmitted. 

Sure, you can attach a gadget to your 
set and extract an inferior black-and-white 


. picture from a C.B.S. color transmission. 


Or you might be able to attach or rig up 
a whirling disc and motor and get a small 
color picture. 

The public, though, simply doesn’t go 
for adapters or converters, as our past ex- 
perience with shortwave and FM has 
proved. And the manufacturers have 
made it abundantly clear they don’t want 
to make television sets with mechanical 
adapters. 

Investments in coloreaitine and commer- 


cial benefits from color will come only’ 


when there are enough color sets, in pro- 
portion to the whole, to make color. pro- 
grams worth the advertisers’ while. Any 
way you look at it, that seems to be a 
long way off. 

This whole color business is premature, 
based on an exaggerated ideal in the minds 
of a very few people. Had the color-now 


issue not been raised, the even more vital 
and intricate problems of channel alloca- 
tions, and their concomitant problems of 
new receiver design and rearranged tele- 
cast structure, might be well on the way 
to solution by now. The FCC by now 
might be authorizing the new stations so 
badly needed and eagerly awaited. 

We don’t think anybody’s color is ready, 
or even in early prospect—though it must 
be conceded that the pressures from Wash- 
ington may be hastening it out of the labo- 
ratories. It is my conviction and that of 
my staff that to promise color television 
anytime soon might very well stymie the 
magnificent progress now being made in 
black-and-white TV. 


Case of Incompatibility 


Compatability is the key. The telecaster 
is the critical man. He can’t afford to 
start again building a new audience from 
scratch. He’s having tough enough going 
now, financially, to add to that burden. 
Colorcasts must be receivable on today’s 
receivers—in black-and-white if the house- 
holder doesn’t want or can’t afford to buy 
an adapter, converter or new-type receiver. 

That’s the problem of compatibility in 
its simplest terms. The telecaster and his 
“circulation department,” who are the man- 
ufacturers and sellers and service men, 
now represent something like a two billion 
dollar annual factor in the national econ- 
omy. They can't be expected to start all 
over again. 


C.B.S.’s pictures are very pleasing, some ~ 


subjects superb—and they represent a bril- 
liant achievement. But they’re incompati- 
ble, and their limitations are clearly vis- 
ible and serious. They limit picture sizes 
and, when magnified with lenses, render 
wide-angle viewing impossible. Definition 
of the C.B.S. picture, or ability to show 
detail, is far under today’s standards for 
black-and-white — albeit many -pictures, 
viewed subjectively, are quite satisfying. 


Still in the Laboratory 


As for Radio Corp. of America, Color 
Television, Inc. and others claiming com- 
patible systems, they’re obviously unready. 
R.C.A.’s pictures are gradually improving, 
but they’re still not as satisfying as C.B.S.’s. 
R.C.A.’s color in its present stage requires 
mechanism much too complex for commer- 
cial production yet, even if R.C.A. were 
minded to produce it. 

R.C.A. promises soon a single tri-color 
tube, which should make for a simpler and 
cheaper receiver—one the public will buy. 
(Editor’s note—R.C.A. has just announced 


. development of this tube, which C.B5S. 


savs ean be used with its color system.) 

If we wait for R.C.A. and the .others, 
assuming they're on the right developmen- 
tal track, thev at least offer the promises 
and virtues of compatibility, good defini- 
tion and no limitation upon picture size.

Force, it knows where it’s going. 

A similar sense of mission is the prime 
need of the Security Resources Board. This 
top-level agency has the job of arbiter be-

Its responsibilities include the formulation 
of an up-to-date mobilization plan readily 
translatable into component details, and 
the co-ordination of mobilization activities 
in the various federal departments. It 
also, since last year, has been in charge

The need now is to get down to prac- 
tical details—to provide guidance to the 
Munitions Board and other agencies on 
mobilization responsibilities, and to see 
that states and cities receive concrete help 
in training civilian defense cadres. The 
job is not one for scaremongering, but 
for steady, unflamboyant staff work.

No one can question the right 
of a legislator to say What he 
pleases with immunity from prose- 
cution for his remarks. This goes 
back to the mists of parliamentary 
history and it has been repeatedly 
sustained by the courts. 


In his “Commentaries on the 
Constitution” the distinguished 
American jurist, Joseph Story, 
held that while the legislator was 
privileged to make the spee 
publication of it would subje 
him to a charge of libel, Story 
wrote: 


“No man ought to have the 
right to defame others under the 
color of a performance of the 
duties of his office. And if he 
does so in the actual discharge of 
his duties in the Congress, that 
furnished no reason why he should 
be able, through the medium of 
the press, to destroy the reputa- 
tion and invade the repose of oth- 
er citizens. Is is neither within 
the scope of his duty ner in the 
furtherance of public rights or 
public policy. Every citizen has 
as good a right to be protected by 
the law from malignant scandal 
and false charges and defamatory 
imputations as a member of Con- 
gress has to utter them in his seat. 
If it were otherwise, a man’s char- 
acter might be taken away with- 
out the possibility of redress, 
either by the malice or indiscre- 


nance for University City. 

In 1929, while with Bartholo- 
mew, Mills, together with Bar- 
tholomew, was employed by the 
St. Louis County Court to prepare 
plans and a map for a compre- 
hensive system of county high- 
ways under the $10,000,000 county 
highway bond issue of 1928.

HEN there are six boxing 
brothers in a family and 
the father, who is a black- 
smith, also is interested in box- 
ing, it is a pretty sure bet that 
the seventh son will find him- 
self in the game, too. 


That's what happened to Ray 
Famechon, European feather- 
weight champion, who is here 
for his 10-round bout with 
Charley Riley at The Arena 
next Monday night. 

There is a little matter of dif- 
ferences of languages which 
stands in the way of a conversa- 
tion with Famechon but that‘is 
overcome by John Philippe, a 
member of the French Society 
of St. Louis who is acting as in- 
terpreter for Famechon and 
Ray’s manager, Marcel Coletta 
who also is unable to speak 
much English. . 

“I was less than 16 years old 
when my father took me to a 
gymnasium where my brothers 
trained,” Famechon said 
through Philippi. “He handed 
me some trunks and. shoes and 
said ‘boy get in there and box.’ 
1 did, with my brother, Emile, 
who knocked me down a dozen 
times. I woke up at home. That 
made, me mad and I started out 
in earnest to learn to box. In 
four months I was amateur 
champion of France.” 

In all, amateur and profes- 
sional, Famechon has had 240 
bouts of which he won 104 by 
knockouts. And he has never 
been knocked out himself. 


5500 Average Here. 

INCE coming to the United 

States a short while ago, 

Famechon.-has fought twice. 
He met and lost to Willie Pep 
in a world 126-pound title fight 
in Madison Square Garden then 
defeated Eiddie Londo last Sat- 
urday night. 

The Pep bout, which was 
televised, made many friends 
here for Famechon. St. Louis 
fans saw the Frenchman as 
willing and anxious to mix it 
with Pep but the champion was 
just too smart and ringwise. 
Willie made Ray fight the kind 
of fight he wanted him to fight 
and won the decision. 

Famechon took that decision 
in good spirit but declares. that 
he hurt Pep twice and after 
that the champion would not take 
a chance on fighting with him. 

“Fifteen rounds with him and 
I learned just about all the 
tricks to expect from American 
boxers,” Famechon said, with a 
rather grim smile. “But I'd like 
to fight him again, anywhere, 
any place.” . 

He said that he was not hurt 
in the Pep .bout at any time 
and was never in fear of being 
knocked out. 

“But that Pep is smart,” he 
remarked, with an expressive 
roll of his eyes and waving of 
the hands. . 

He ranks Willie right along 
with Marcel Cerdan, Georges 
Carpentier and Jack Dempsey 
as the greatest fighters he 
knows anything about. Carpen- 
tier and Dempsey, of course, he 
saw only in motion pictures but 
he boxed an exhibition with 
Cerdan. 


Uses Own Style. 

Famechon didn’t, however, 
attempt to copy Cerdan’s boxe 
ing style or the style of any 
other boxer. He says he has 
his own, that it’s too difficult 
to try to follow anyone else. 

He thinks the system of ref- 
ereeing in this country is su- 
perior to that in Europe. 

“The referee here is in com- 
mand of the fight, he’s hard on 
the fighters, but he’s fair,” 
Famechon said. 

As to training here and at 
home he says he follows the 
same routine in the United 
States that he did in Europe 
which is about the same every 
boxer follows except that he 
drinks a glass of wine with his 
meals. He’s always done that 
while American trainers frown 
on any use of alcoholic bever- 
ages by their charges. 

Following his contest with 
Riley, Famechon plans one 
more bout in this country in 
either Cincinnati or Boston be- 
fore returning to Europe in 
May. He is scheduled to de- 
fend his European title in Ma- 
drid, Spain, in June, a defense 
ordered by the European gov- 
erning body of boxing.

Amount Will Increase If 
Congress Passes Bills 
to’ Carry Out Truman 
Program.

WASHINGTON. April 13—The. 
House will start final work April 
18 on a 29 billion dollar omnibus 
appropriation bill to take care of 
all government expenses for 12 
months after June 30. 


If Congress does not cut it 
drastically about six billions will 
have to be borrowed to make up 
for spending beyond Treasury in- 
come from taxes. Borrowing will 
increase the public debt, now 256 
billion dollars. 


Pending are numerous “bills to 
put President Truman’s future 
spending program into effect. In 
five years these proposals would 
increase the annual federal op- 
erating cost from 42 to 65 bil- 
lions, according to a recent com- 
pilation by Senator John J. Mc- 
Clellan (Dem.), Arkansas. 


Per Capita Debt. 


What do these figures mean to 
the average American? 


According to McClellan’s esti- 
mates, prepared by the Commit- 
tee on Expenditures of which he 
is chairman, they mean that today 
every man, woman and child in 
this country owes $1698. As re- 
cently as 1940 it was $325. 

That’s the per capita share of 
the existing public debt. It’s as 
real a debt to the United States 
citizen as what he owes on his 
home mortgages, payments on the 
family jalopy, and all other per- 
sonal obligations. He and his 
children’s children will have to 
pay it somehow. 

If Congress should enact the 
future spending bills, which cost 
little to start but snowball into 
huge figures, and refuse to in- 
crease taxes, that debt will go up 
and up. ' 

‘Cost of Projects. 

McClellan had a study made of 
15 Truman porposals—‘“some but 
not all”—to show comparisons of 
estimated “initial cost” and an- 
nual cost “when in full operation.” 

Here is a summary of them: 

National health insurance, no 
action in Congress: Initial cost, 
$15,000,000; full operation, seven 
to 10 billion dollars. 

Social Security expansion, 
passed by House, now in Senate 
committee: Initially, $250,000,000; 
full operation, a minimum of six 
billion dollars.

North Carolina for 19 years and 
a noted leader of Southern liber- 
alism. Dr. Grahanr was appointed 
ta* the Senate last April by Gov. 
W. Kerr Scott after the death of 
aJ..Melville Broughton. He is run- 
ning for the four remaining years 
of the Broughton term. 

Opposing him are two_men of 
national reputation—former Sen- 
ator Robert Rice (Our Bob) Rey- 
ndlds, who has come down from 
hig home on the mountains to at- 
tempt a dJelated political come- 
baek with an isolationist theme 
soig, and Willis Smith, ex-presi- 
dent of the American Bar Associ- 
ation and a wealthy Raleigh cor- 
pdration lawyer, who is making 
hi first leap into state and na- 
tional politics from an anti-Com- 
munist, anti-Socialist platform. 

Senator Hoey Unopposed. 

North Carolina’s other Senator, 
Clyde R. Hoey of the “5-per- 
center” inquiry fame, is unop- 
posed in the May 27 Democratic 
primary. He hac an opponent for 
a few weeks — Winston-Salem’s 
mayor Marshall Kurfees. But 
Kurfees dropped out after paying 
hig filing fee because he decided 
it would be impossible for him to 
beat. the venerable Hoey, one of 
the best vote-getters North Caro- 
lina ever has turned out. 

Despite Hoey’s lack of opposi- 
tion, the Graham-Smith-Reynolds 
fracas is giving Tar Heel voters 
thé most exciting senatorial race 
they've had in many years. After 
a slow start, the campaign began 
to gain momentum this week as 
all three candidates invaded the 
populous industrial areas of the 
Piedmont in an intensive drive 
for’ votes. 

So far Smith and Reynolds 
have largely ignored each other 
and concentrated on Graham. 
There is a sound reason for this. 
Most observers believe that Dr. 
Graham is well out in front, and 
that-he probably will stay there. 
Bub they think a second primary 
will be necessary. 

In that event, the second man 
would have to capture the third 
man’s vote to have any chance 
of “victory. Hence Smith and 
Reynolds are leaning over back- 
wards to avoid alienating each 
other’s supporters. 

Graham Platform. 

Graham is running on a plat- 
form which reflects his life-long 
liberalism, his fervent interna- 
tionalism, and, with three notable 
exceptions, the Truman Fair Deal. 
domestic program. Those three 
exceptions: 


1. Fair employment prac- 
ticés. Graham opposes com- 
pulsory FEPC legislation, but 
would favor an advisory body 
which would work through re- 
ligion and education to bring 
about gradually full equality of 
work opportunity and the elim- 
ination of other forms of dis- 
crimination. 

2. Compulsory national health 
insurance. Graham opposes the 
so-called Ewing bill, and sup- 
ports a program of voluntary 
national -state-local co-opera- 
tion along the lines of the pro- 
gressive good health program 
now in motion in North Caro- 
lina under the direction of the 
State Medical Care Commis- 
sion. 

3. Taft-Hartley Act. Graham 
favors revision of Taft-Hartley 
to equalize responsibility for 
management and labor, but 
would not repeal it entirely. 

The former university presi- 
dent has the strong support of 
the Scott administration, a ma- 
jority of the state’s newspapers, 
the army of former North Caro- 
lina U. students, and should cap- 
ture most of the big bloc voters— 
labor, Negroes, school teachers 
and farmers, all of whom have 
benefited from his leadership of 
the liberal movement in North 
Carolina.

But mainly it is worth watching 
nationally to see whether the ob- 
lique attacks on Dr. Graham’s 
past associations and the frontal 
assaults on his strong internation- 
alism will wean away any con- 
siderable number of Tar Heels 
who otherwise admire his Chris- 
tian statesmanship and value his 
substantial contribution to their 
beloved state university.

Nor can February, when the 

black-capped chickadee leaves off his winter 

song for the soft and beguiling music of spring. 

And in March, though the month be wrapped 

in ice and snow, there come a hundred signs; 

from returning bluebirds to spring peepers to 

the first hatch of “moth millers” at the window 
on the one warm evening of the month.

THE TRUTH OF THE MATTER is, unless I’m 
mistaken, that the eating of spring greens is 
more of a tradition than anything else. In 
pioneer days, when fresh fruits and vegetables 
and even meats were something of a rarity ex- 
cept during the growing season, the first wild 
greens were a welcome diversion from winter 
fare consisting largely of hot bread and cured 
pork. Today even the farmer far from town 
can expect his wife to produce good vegetables 
from the cellar shelves or the deep freeze the 
whole year round. Or a fine choice of fresh 
vegetables can be had whenever the opportunity 
comes to go to town. And yet I won’t quarrel 
with those who like their wild spring greens. 
Tll even go along with them to the extent of 
watercress salad, poke shoots and a mess or two 
of wild mustard, lambs-quarters, purslane and 
dandelion. Probably these are good to clear 
away the “vapors of winter” and tone up the 
blood.

UT in San Francisco they all 

love sukiyaki, we are assured 

by a reader who, by coinci- 
dence, lives in San Francisco, and 
who feels that the rest of the na- 
tion should be made sukiyaki con- 
scious. Up and down the West 
Coast, he insists, the people eat 
it like Texans eat chili and Bos- 
tonians eat beans. and they mark 
that day lost when they haven't 
picked up their chopsticks and in- 
haled a bowl. 

He sent along his favorite 
recipe (like all dishes, there are 
many variations) and having tried 
it we are second to none in our 
admiration for this oriental dish. 


The only two exotic ingredients 


are tofu, which is a curd, or 
cheese, made of soy beans, and 
shirataki, which comes, in cans. 
Both can be found in any store 
which carries oriental foods. It’s 
done like this: 

Melt a pound of beef suet in a 
large chafing dish. Slice a pound 
of onions, thin; and saute them 
therein. Next add two dozen 
green onions, cut in two-inch 
lengths; two buhches of leeks or 
scallions, sliced thin; a large 
green pepper cut in strips, a stalk 
of celery, sliced crosswise; a num- 
ber two can of sliced bamboo 
shoots, a pound of sliced, fresh 
mushrooms, acup of bean sprouts 
and a pound of raw spinach, cut 
in strips. 

Now pour in two tablespoons 


‘of chicken soup or stock, two ta- 


blespoons of shoyu sauce and a 
teaspoon of sugar. Let it sim- 
mer until the vegetables are soft, 


| but still fresh in appearance. 


While it’s cooking add from 
time to time three-fourths of a 
cup of stock, two or three more 
tablespoons of shoyu sauce, and 
another teaspoon vf sugar. Stir 
the stuff no more than necessary. 
When the vegetables are more 
than half cooked, add a piece of 
tofu equivalent to a cupful, cut 
into one-inch cubes, and a fourth 
of a can of Shirataki, sliced. 

When the vegetables are well 
done push them to one side and 
add a pound of tenderloin or por- 
terhouse steak which has been 
sliced thin and then cut into very 
narrow strips. Cuok it for one 
minute on each side. Serve it in

As ~with chicken, 
he points out, only the young 
rabbits are fit to put in the fry- 
ing pan First, catch your hare. 
Joint it and soak the meat for an 
hour in salt water. Dip it in 
beaten egg, then cracker crumbs 


and fry it in butter. Garnish it 
with lemon slices and serve it 
with onion sauce and it will make 
you want ~ agaepr hunting. 


OF COURSE, the only proper 
thing to do with a catfish is fry 
it in deep fat and eat it While it’s 
hot, but down in the Ozarks they 
like catfish soup, which they make 
like this:

Bone a six-pound chicken and 
cut up the meat. Cook two eight- 
ounce boxes of spaghetti in boil- 
ing water until it’s tender. Saute 


_ a clove of minced garlic, a cup of 


chopped celery and three chopped 
onions in three tablespoons of 
vegetable oil. Now you're just 
getting started. 

Add a couple of tablespoons of 
flour to this, cook it until it gets 
bubbly, and add, a little at a time, 
two cups of strained tomatoes 
and two cups of chicken stock. 
Cook it until it’s slightly thick. 

Now season it with five tea- 
spoons of chili powder, one table- 
spoon sugar, a fourth teaspoon of 
salt, a fourth teaspoon of pepper 
and a half ‘easpoon of worcester- 
shire sauce. 


Next, add a pound of cooked 
cleaned shrimp, a pound of sliced 
mushrooms and the chicken and 
spaghetti. Toss it lightly. Now put 
a layer of it in the bottom of a 
buttered ¢asserole and cover it 
generously with grated Par 1esan 
cheese. Put in the rest of it, and 
cover it again with cheese and 
dot with butter. Bake it until the 
chicken is done. It serves 12 peo- 
ple. Texans, that is. No telling: 
how many ordinary people it 
would serve.

This is an interesting question, 
for it brings out the fact that 
banns as in “marriage banns” is 
a development of the original 
meaning of “ban”! For a “ban” 
was not always a prohibition 
against something, as we assume 
it to be today. 

The original ban was an edict, 
a proclamation. We have it from 
the Anglo-Saxon, but at the root 
of it you find the Greek and 
Sanskrit terms for “to say” and 
“to speak.” Thus the proclama- 
tion. 


Now, in the word's early us- 
age the proclamation was usually 
a summons, and in France espe- 
cially it was the King’s summons 
to his vassals for military service. 
Right there you have the lead 
to the later sense of “to ban,” 
in the reprisal or, indeed, the 
curse—another old connotation— 
put upon those who failed to 
respond to the summons! Thus 
its sense of interdiction or 
proscription. 


Publishing the “banns,” the 
notice of a proposed marriage 
proclaimed in church or other- 
wise as the law prescribed, pre- 
serves the word’s primary idea of 
the proclamation, and in the in- 
vitation to those with objections 
to the marriage to speak, the 
whole history of “ban” completes 
the circle.

But what mterested me in the 
account was that Thomas Went- 
worth Higginson, “the grand old 
man of Harvard,” was attacked 
in an editorial in Collier’s maga- 
zine for lending his name to the 
call for the formation of this or- 
ganization. Mr. Higginson replied 
that the primary aim of the so- 
ciety was to create students of 
Socialism, not to produce Social- 
ists, and that those who ecriti- 
cized this object “must be classed 
with those medieval grammarians 
who wrote, ‘May God confound 
thee for thy theory of irregular 
verbs.’ ”’

MR. HIGGINSON then went on 
to point out that a great many 
things formerly left to private ini- 
tiative were becoming the pub- 
lic’s business. He pointed to an 
increase in free libraries, free 
water supplies, free lecture 
courses, even free universities, 
which were all called socialistic 
when they were first proposed, 
and which so able a man as Her- 
bert Spencer pronounced as So- 
cialism until his dying day.

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Jailing Judge’ Who Cut Traffic Toll 


Los Angeles Judge Reduces Revenue From Fines but Makes City Council Happy—Lecture to Drivers

LOS ANGELES, April 13. 
OR years, crossing a busy 
F street in this sprawling city 
was like playing a homey game 
of Russian Roulette with three 
chambers out of six loaded. But 
it’s easier now, thanks to Munici- 


pal Judge Roger Pfaff. During 


the last couple of years he has 
caused Los Angeles motorists to 
stop, look and listen as the law re- 
quires. If they don’t, they go to 
jail. 

Judge Pfaff’s one-man crusade 
against the careless driver has 
earned him the sobriquet of “Old 
Thirty Days and Thirty Dollars.” 
The nickname is ‘misleading in 
that the judge isn’t old as judgés 
go—he’s 44. And 30 days isn't 
the usual sentence by any means. 
Making the punishment fit the 
crime is his steadfast ambition. 

Back in 1946 motorists in Los 
Angeles mowed down enough 
citizens to earn the city its usual 
position at the top of the list in 
traffic fatalities in 14 large Amer- 
ican cities. In 1948 the city cut. 
its “normal” death rate on city 
streets from 500 to 289 and 
slipped down to\the No. 14 spot 
on the list. The Los Angeles 
Safety Council, -Mayor Fletcher 
Bowron, and a goodly amount of 
the natives themselves attribute 
this remarkable about face in the 
traffic death toll to the jailing 
judge and his one-man campaign 
to do away with reckless driving 
on city streets. 

Judge Pfaff, who sends laborers 
and movie stars to adjoining jail 
cells with the same stern point- 
ing of a judicial forefinger and 
the same stern admonishment, 
sees nothing outstanding in his 
treatment of motorists who have 
violated the rights of Los Angeles 
men, women and children to cross 
the streets safely. His only con- 
cern is that jail sentences for 
such offenders are not in more 
common use around the nation.

N indication of the effective- 
A tess of Judge Pfaff’s deter- 

mined attitude toward traffic 
violators lies in the fact that the 
court’s income from fines is di- 
minishing steadily week by week. 
A look through the records shows 
that most of the “repeaters” drop 
out after one or two appearances 
in the court. , 

In fact, Judge Pfaff has caused 
Los Angeles to lose $600,000 in 
revenue from traffic fines, and 
the City Council thinks it’s won- 
derful. It passed a resolution re- 
cently saying it looks upon the 
loss with “deep gratification” be- 
cause it “realizes that the $600,- 
000 so lost represents many times 
that amount in the saving of lives, 
bodies and property.” 

The “Jailing Judge” beams hap- 
pily whenever the subject is 
brought up by city authorities. 

“I’m looking forward to the 
day when we'll all go hungry 
around this court,” he says. 

“Show me a city that tries to 
increase its revenue through traf- 
fic fines and I'll show you a city 
with an increasing traffic fatality 
rate.”

Pfaff graduated from law school 
in 1936 and became a partner ip 
a Los Angeles law firm. After 
serving with the OSS during the 
war, he returned to his law prac- 
tice and in 1947 was appointed 
a judge in the’ Los Angeles Munic- 
ipal Court by Gov. Earl Warren. 
It was not until March 1948, how- 
ever, that he began to make the 
Los Angeles headlines. Judge 
Pfaff complained about the alarm- 
ing death rate on the city streets 
and Director of Traffic Opera- 
tions Bernard Caldwell asked him 
to take over a city traffic court 
as a result. 


Despite his reputation for jail- 
ing offenders, Pfaff is one of the 
most courteous of judges. He 
opens each daily court session 
with a 15- to 20-minute talk on 
“Golden Rule Driving.” Follow- 
ing is a court reporter’s type- 
script of the more potent parts of 
the judge’s informally delivered 
thesis on the traffic problem: 


“A couple of years ago I was 
sitting as judge in a civil division 
of this Muncipal Court, trying 
civil law suits, and I didn’t have 
any more idea about the gravity 
of this. traffic problem when I 
came to sit in this court than I

“If I were to tell you that yes-

é6 ET last year, in Los An- 
Y geles county, there were 
over 30,000 people who 
were either killed, maimed or 
injured by automobiles. Last year 
in California there was over 
$200,000,000 worth of property 
damage caused by automobile ac- 
cidents. Is it any wonder the 
insurance rates on our cars keep 
mounting each year? 

“There is one person killed in 
the United States by automobiles 
every 15 minutes, and one person 
injured every 26 seconds. Since 
World War I there have been 
almost 1,000,000 Americans killed 
by automobiles and over 35,000,- 
000 injured. 

“We are spending billions of 
dollars each year for national de- 


fense. We don’t want our boys 
and girls to sacrifice their lives 
in a third World War.

ELL, it was bound to come 
W sooner or later, but no one 
was more surprised than we 
to find a little adhesive strip 
that you can use to hang objects 


‘with ‘on plaster walls. The strip 


will hold up to 10 pounds of pic- 
ture, mirror or what-not. And 
speaking of pictures, someone has 
come out with a strip of metal 
that looks like a hacksaw blade 
which you attach to the back of 
pictures instead of wire. The idea 
is that the notches in the metal 
fit over the nail so that the pic- 
ture can be hung just so and won’t 
slip over at an angle as sO many 
do. 


We met a man the other day 
who swears that the best thing to 
use for a leaky brick wall is a 
coating of spar varnish, red-lead 
paint and turpentine. He uses 
equal parts of each. 

Small cracks between _ stair 
treads and stair stringers can be 
covered nicely with a strip of 
quarter round molding. Plastic 
wood or putty won’t do because 
the crack usually keeps changing 
size. 

You'll find that painting furni- 
ture is much easier if you remove 
all the hardware before you start 
and also if you do the difficult 
and hard-to-get-at spots before 
you do the large broad surfaces. 


Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


AN eight play Canasta? None 
tk of the books says they can 

(except by breaking up into 
two four-hand games) but some 
readers of this column assure us 
that it’s quite feasible and often 
done. ° 


What you need to begin are: A 
big table. A sound-proof room 
(because eight persons arguing 
over Canasta rules can make a lot 
of noise). Three packs of cards, 
with two jokers in each pack, so 
that altogether you have 162 cards 
in the pack, including six jokers. 

The game is played by two 
teams of four players each. Don’t 
try to play with four partnerships 
of two players each. 

Calling the teams A and B, seat 
the players so that each has an 
— at his right and left, 
thus: 


B A B 
A. 

‘ae ee 
Deal 11 cards to each player, 
as in the four-hand game. When 
the up-card is turned, this leaves 
73 cards in the stock and gives 
each of the players nine draws— 
not so good as in the four-hand 
game, but better than in the six- 


hand game frequently played, 
where the stock provides a maxi-

mum of six draws for each 
player. 

The scoring will be higher than 
in a four-hand game, so set the 
game at 10,000 points instead of 
5000. A side must make two ca- 
nastas before it can go out. 

When one side holds four red 
threes, they still count only 100 
points each, since this is quite 
usual. But five red threes or six 
red threes held by one side count 
200 each—1000 and 1200 points 
respectively. 


The players have found that to 
require more than 120 for the ini- 
tial meld at any time is too nruch 
of a bargier, so two-thirds of the 
game—from 3000 on—is played 
with 120 needed. 

- Those who have played it say 
it’s a fine game. If we ever get 
the table, the sound-proof room 
and—not mentioned before—eight 
Canasta players all at one time, 
we'll express a personal opinion. 

Question: Playing two-handed, I 
was reduced to a,single card—a 
deuce. My tabled melds included 
one canasta and 2-10-10-10-10, I 
drew another 10, added both the 
deuce and 10 to my meld, thus 
completing my second canasta, 
and so claimed I was out. Oppo- 
nent says I couldn't do this be- 
cause I made no discard. What 
is the rule? 

Answer: You do not need to dis- 
card on the turn in which you go 
out—but you must discard at any 
other turn.
